Pardon board 
may be last try 
for Andrews

SALT LAKE CITY — If death 
row inmate William Andrews loses 
his latest appeal of his conviction for a 
trio of 1974 torture-murders, the 
Utah Board of Pardons could be his 
last hope. 

But three years ago the board de- 
nied Andrews’ plea for clemency, and 
at least one former member said there 
is no reason to believe the board will 
grant another hearing. 

A federal appellate court stayed 
Andrews’ scheduled execution in Au- 
gust 1989, but after another series of 
failed appeals he is to be executed by 
injection July 380. 

Failing legal remedies, only the 
Utah Board of Pardons has the power 
to set aside the death sentence. The 
board has been “discussing, ponder- 
ing, reviewing and analyzing” the 
case, deciding whether a second 
clemency hearing should be held, said 
John Green, the board’s administra- 
tive coordinator. 

If the board decides to hear An- 
drews’ case again, there will be a pub- 
lic hearing. But board rules prevent it 
from acting until Andrews has ex- 
hausted all other avenues of appeal. 

On Tuesday, attorneys will argue 
before the Utah Supreme Court 
about whether Utah’s 1992 life-with- 
out-parole statute should apply to An- 
drews. 

The five members of the pardons 
board are not commenting. However, 
a former pardons board member, who 
spoke on condition he not be named, 
said he doesn’t believe the board will 
hold another hearing. 


“Nothing’s changed” in three 
years, he said.

Federal health officials want a na- 
tionwide ban on cigarette sales to 
anyone under 19 and stricter enforce- 
ment of state laws against teenage 
smoking. Despite age limits set by 
every state except Montana, at least 
70 percent of the 2.6 million U.S. 
smokers under 18 have bought 
cigarettes or other tobacco products 
at least once, the CDC said. 
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Utah’s age limit is 19. 


Manuel Noriega was sentenced to 
40 years in prison by a federal judge 
who insisted politics played no part in 
the ousted Panamanian leader’s drug 
and racketeering conviction. Nor- 
iega, who surrendered to U.S. troops 
in the 1989 invasion of Panama, had 
faced a maximum 120-year sentence. 
Under federal guidelines, he could be 
eligible for parole after serving about 
two-thirds of his sentence. 


Saturday 
Ross Perot repeatedly referred to 
blacks as “your people” in a speech to 


leaders of the NAACP. Some mem- 
bers of the audience grimaced, but 
others shouted at him to correct him- 
self. Within minutes, he was trying to 
apologize, telling reporters, “If I did

A moderate earthquake jolted 
Southern California, one of dozens of 
temblors felt since twin quakes 
rocked desert and mountain commu- 
nities nearly two weeks ago.

PRI admits defeat in Mexican election 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico — For the first time in its 63-year history as 
Mexico’s ruling party, the PRI admitted defeat Monday without a fight in 
gubernatorial elections in Mexico’s largest, richest state. i 

Supporters of the main opposition party were in the streets overnight 
celebrating the victory of their candidate, Francisco Barrio, who claimed the 
ruling Institutional Revolutionary Party cheated him of victory six years ago. 

However, in the state of Michoacan, the PRI was ahead in official returns in 
that gubernatorial race. 

But the opposition, led by former presidential candidate Cuauhtemoc Car- 
denas, accused the PRI of widespread fraud. 

The PRI has been in power since 1929, winning virtually all national and 
state elections, often through fraud at the polls. Under President Carlos | 
Salinas de Gortari, who came to power in 1988, it has accepted defeats in 
governor’s races in Baja California and Guanajuato — but hotly contested the 
results in both states. 

Unofficial results announced by the PRI showed that with more than 50 
percent of the polling stations in Chihuahua counted, the main opposition 
National Action Party, or PAN, had 161,148 votes while the PRI had 151,700. 

The results “don’t favor us. If the tendency persists, we accept defeat,” 
Mario Tarango Ramirez, the PRI national president, told a press conference. 
“We would look bad to nitpick and fight for something we didn’t win.”

He issued “a set of principles” to guide the country’s nonproliferation efforts 
for the years ahead.

run into problems with the climb. 

“We-were going to go up the north 
face (through China),” Hansen said, 
but China raised the price. The team 
is now applying for a permit through 
Nepal. 

Team member Howard Chuntz, 
who is handling the logistics, said he 
is expecting the total cost through 
Nepal to be about $70,000 compared 
to about $95,000 through China. 
“There is a lot of politics in obtaining 
routes,” he said. 

Chuntz’ estimate includes travel, 
porters, oxygen, food, yaks and other 
essentials. The entire cost for the ex- 
pedition is estimated “somewhere in 
the $135,000 range for seven 
climbers, and that’s a pretty cut- 
down type budget, he said.

Tanner said the proposal addresses 
academic freedom and _ outlines 
grievance procedures for “incom- 
petent” faculty members. The 
grievance process and the appeals 
procedures are based on fair princi- 
ples, with no individual situations or 
principles in mind. 

The purpose of the document is to 
preserve fairness to faculty members 
who have had their jobs challenged, 
Tanner said. 

Two levels of faculty hearing com- 
mittees will be established for 
grievance procedures, he said. The 


committees will consist of professors 
both parties agree on. 

If the faculty member in question is 
still not satisfied with the boards’ de- 
cisions, the faculty member can file a 
civil lawsuit. 

The document went through a long 
process of discussion before a draft 
was attempted, Tanner said. 

The proposal was sent to the ad- 
ministration and to the Board of 
Trustees, who made suggestions, he 
said. 

“The people chosen for the docu- 
ment committee represent a broad di- 
versity of BYU faculty,” Tanner said. 
“The document will be approved by 
consensus, not by vote.”

Poll shows Cannon still leading 


Owens leads among 
Democratic voters

SALT LAKE CITY — Republican 
Joe Cannon remains the front-runner 
among four candidates for the U.S. 
Senate, but not by the margin he held 
earlier, a new public opinion survey 
indicates. 

Asked who they would vote for if 
the primary election were held that 
day, 29 percent of the 600 Utahns 
polled supported Cannon, according 
to a copyright Deseret News-KSL- 
TV poll published Sunday. 

Democrat Wayne Owens was sec- 
ond with 23 percent, Republican Bob 
Bennett was third with 19 percent 
and Democrat Doug Anderson trailed 
with 9 percent. 

One percent said they had no pref- 
erence, and 18 percent said they were 
undecided. 

The poll was conducted June 30 and 
July 1 and has a margin of error of 
plus or minus 4 percent. 

Incumbent Republican Sen. Jake 
Garn is leaving the seat in January 
after three terms. 

Cannon has led the race since early 
spring, when Owehs, Utah’s 2nd Con-

The field was narrowed at each 
party’s statewide convention, when 
Cannon and Bennett prevailed among 
four Republican contenders and 
Owens barely missed getting the 70 
percent of the convention vote needed 
to avoid a primary. 


The candidates will face off in the 
Sept. 8 primary election to determine 
each party’s nominee in the Nov. 3 
general election. 

The respondents also were asked 
who they would vote for in each 
party’s primary. Cannon led Bennett 
42 percent to 31 percent, with 21 per- 
cent undecided and 7 percent saying 
they would vote for neither or some- 
oneelse. — 

Among respondents who identified 
themselves as Republicans, Cannon 
led Bennett 47 percent to 83 percent 
with 17 percent undecided. Those 
who said they were likely to vote in 
the GOP primary favored Cannon by 
48 percent to 35 percent. 

Democratic respondents gave 
Owens a 55 percent to 33 percent lead 
over Anderson, with 10 percent unde- 
cided. Those most likely to vote in the 
Democratic primary favored Owens 
54 percent to 34 percent, with 10 per- 
cent undecided. 

A demographic breakdown showed. 
much of Anderson’s support came 
from Republicans and conservatives, 
Jones said. In a possible general elec- 
tion match-up, Cannon led Owens 51 
percent to 30 percent, with 15 percent 
undecided. The April poll showed 
Cannon leading 57 percent to 31 per- 
cent. 


Democrats don’t want Perot to fade, 
say he helps Clinton and hurts Bush

NEW YORK — Ross Perot has an 
offbeat fan club in some supporters of 
Bill Clinton: they don’t want Perot to 
fade too fast, believing he now hurts 
President Bush more than he does 
their man. 

Mindful of the peculiar three-way 
dynamics in this year’s race, Demo- 
cratic leaders seem to be going out of 
their way to avoid criticizing the inde- 

‘pendent challenger. 

Perot’s recent slippage in the polls 
holds the tantalizing prospect that 
anybody-but-Bush voters now 
aligned with the Texas businessman 
will soon defect. The Democrats want 
them to come Clinton’s way when 
they do. 

Even Clinton’s new sidekick, Sen. 
Al Gore, played down Perot’s stum- 
bling weekend comments to an 
NAACP audience (“you people”) as a 
slip of the tongue and added, “I don’t 
think he meant any harm.” 

Democrats recognize that last 
month’s intense bashing of Perot by 


Republicans drove up Perot’s nega- 
tives. Clinton seemed to be the clear 
beneficiary of the bout of GOP Perot 
bashing. “The way this campaign is 
shaping up we like,” said Democratic 
party chief Ron Brown. “We've got 
George Bush and Ross Perot trying to 
decapitate each other.” 

And from the convention chair, 
Texas Gov. Ann Richards: “If I were 
to bet today, I’d say the race is be- 
tween Perot. and Clinton. I think 
Perot takes Bush out.”
